J.arge Budget of General Bust-j
ucss Disposed Of by Lower

Branch.

.Street car extension west of the
I'oulcvard and on North Tlility-lifth
Street w<-re approved by tho Common
Council last night, tho much iMs'ijhs-
'd Fulton Tllll route goinjc back to
iho Committee on Streets on objections
raised to changes made In the draft
by the City Attorney's ofllee. Without
objection, the Council voted to rr-rver-
Use f*>r proposals the franchise ap-
idled for by tho Virginia Hallway and
l'ower Company, for a line out Broad
Street, from Robinson to tho corpor¬
ate limits, and alon« Sheppa'rd Srtreet,
from Broad to Leonard, along I-eon-
ard to West, and along West to Cary
Stroet, opening up tho territory west
of the Boulevard, the work to bo be-
K'in In three months, and completed In
nine months, after tinal approval of
the ordinance. Tho franchise asked
for by tho Richmond and Henrico Kail-
way for a lino out Thirty-fifth Street,
from Marshall to Dickinson, and along
Dickinson to Oaltwood Cemetery, to
bo completed as soon as certain ra¬
vines huve been filled In. was also or¬
dered advertised an required by law.

Tho petition of the Richmond and

Henrico Railway for un extensive sys¬
tem in tho West Kml. on I-ombardy,
Ktuart. Park, and other streets with
several loopp. to which vigorous ami
nnlted opposition was voiced by an
association of citizens of I_.ee District.'
wan unanimously rejected, to fne ob¬
vious deliprhi of n large delegation of
I/¦<) District citizens, who have been
unceasing- in their vigilance, and who

Widen Cory Street.
A resolution directing the City At¬

torney to acquire land to widen Cary
Street to sixty feet from Temple to
Addison was adopted, as was tho peti¬
tion of John W. Tyler for refund of
S3.', for rent of tho City Auditorium at
a charitable performance. A resolu¬
tion from the Administrative Hoard
utiking an appropriation of $900 for
expenses of the .Sealer of Weights and
.Measures was returned with the in¬
formation that the proper expen&ha of
this oHlcer should be paid from the
market expense account.
The request of the Administrative

Board for 2111 appropriation of $4,084.01
for certain extras at the Street Clean-
ing Department stables was returned to
the board with the Information that
such items should be paid from the
$.*>S.000 provided In the budget for
street cleaning expenses.

^nlnrlPN Are Illockort.
The Finance Committee reported fa¬

vorably an ordinance creating the oftice
of Assessor of Damages. Although
aslced for by the Administrative Board,
Vice-President Mills, in tho chair,
ruled that the charter required formal
reference of the paper to the Admin¬
istrative Hoard for report, and It was:
so'referred. The same fate met res¬
olutions reported favorably by the
Committee on Finance Increasing the:
salary of the Major to $5,000. increas¬
ing tne pay of tho Police Department
to the following scale: chief, $2,520;
captains, $1,440: sergeants and proba-.
tion officers, $1,212, and privates, $3.02
per day. and making certain increases:
in the Fire and Fire Alarm Depart-
rnents. Members all over the house
protested that none ef these Inrreege*
was in a department under tho Admin-
istrative Hoard, but the charter amend¬
ments seemed clearly to require such
reference, and all the papers were so
referred.
On advice of the Finance Committee

t Ik- Council approved a compromise set¬
tlement of the Riverview I^jind Com-
pany litigation with the city, growing
cut of construction of the Virginia
Avenue sewer, the city paying $750 In
cash and laying certain water mains.
An appropriation of $2,430 was made
for electric conduits on Mayo's Bridge.

Wttrr for Sulinrbn.
The Council concurred with the Board

of Aldermen In granting use of city
water to the Laburnum tract, in Hen¬
rico County, and to the Southside Wa¬
ter and Sewerage Corporation, adjoin-
irig South Richmond; in resolutions in¬
structing the Street Committee to con¬
fer with tiie Virginia Railway and
Power Company as to congestion on
Main Street tars between 5 and 7 P. M.,
.".nd in a resolution requesting the
Hoard of Health to investigate the con¬
gested negro sections of the city and
report to the Council what, improve-
ments in the way of water, sewerage, 1
sidewalks, etc.. are needed for proper
sanitation and health conditions. The
Committee on Streets was directed to j
report on the advisability of making

extensions in tlie underground district
of the city.
On report of the Ordiance Commit¬

tee the Council adopted an ordinance
relating to the detention and commit¬
ment of minors under seventeen years
of age; an ordinance regulating pool¬
rooms requiring licensee from the
..udge of the Hustings Court, forbid¬
ding c.ny form of betting and exclud¬
ing minors, and in a new building line
ordinance, drawn to meet objections
raised by the courts to the one recently
declared invalid. A stable permit was
granted to G. G. Worsiiam, on South
Seventh .Street. The petition of Hnrri-
son & Hates to orect a frame house in
the brick district was rejected. An or¬
dinance providing for the election of
the City Collector of Taxes by the peo¬
ple. as heretofore, was adopted. In liou
of a proposed measure changing tho
election to the hands of tho City Coun¬
cil.

Agr of Consent.
Resolutions petitioning the General

Assembly to raise the age of consent
from fourteen to eighteen years wero
adopted, 13 to 4. Mr. Pollock saying
that he did not believe thinking men.
Judges and lawyers would support such
i proposition; that it could not secure
the indorsement of the bar of this city
and would not be seriously considered
by the General Assembly.
On roll call Mr. Atkinson offered a

resolution appropriating J5.00D for
music In the parks, which went to the
Finance Committee, over the protest of
Subelialrman Fuller that all park funds
for this year had been turned over to
the Administrative Board and that it
was welcome to have all the music it
could puy for.

1'nder suspension of the rules. Mr.
Mills secured an amendment to the or¬
dinance in regard to storage of explo¬
sives, allowing storage here of cal¬
cium carbide, under supervision of the
Fire Chief. Mr. Mills offered ami bad
referred to the Ordinance Committee
st> ordinance regulating moving picture
theatres.
Mr. Rogers offered an amendment to

the traffic ordinance, providing that
in no instance shall any vehicle be
left parked on either side of Main
.Street between Eighth and Thirteenth
or in Twelfth between Franklin and
Cary Streets. He explained that many
suburbanites now come downtown in
their motor cars and leave them
parked In Main Street all day, blocking
traffic, interfering with car service, and
generally obstructing a narrow and
busy thoroughfare. Mr. Sullivan of-
fered an ordinance requiring second¬
hand dealers to make daily reports to
the Chief of Police, which went to the
Ordinance Committee, and Mr. Umlaut
a resolution appropriating 529,01:1.33
for acquisition of school sites to buy-
property bounded by Floyd Avenue,
Allen Avenue, Main and Vine Streets,
which went to the Finance Committee.

\o Transfer to lironri Strrft.
The Administrative Board reported

a resolution transferring the $41,000
provided for erection of a new meat
market at the First Market to the
smooth paving of Broad Street. The
chair wan about to rule that the paper
went to the Finance Committee, when
Subchalrman Fuller said: "Oh, let's
kill it here," and it was rejected. 17
to 0. Mr. Rogers wanted to know
whether it would be proper to Instruct
the Administrative Board to gJj ahead
with the market buildings as beforo
ordered, but no resolution was offered.
A communication from the Administra¬
tive Board as to wooden trestles block¬
ing South Seventh Street was referred
to the Committee on Streets. Presi¬
dent Peters offered plants of City En¬
gineer Boiling for acquisition of prop¬
erty to make a park driveway from
Gamble's Hill Park to Riverside Park,
part of a plan for a riverside drive¬
way overlooking the falls of James
River. The papers were referred to
the Finance Committee.

UNION NEEDED IN
INSURANCE FIELD

Lack of Effective Co-Operatioa,
Says Tasncy, Hurts Dignity

of Calling.

ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION

Richmond Underwriters Dine in
Honor of Twentieth Birthday

of Local Association.

More than half a hundred leading
lifo Insurance men of Richmond anil
the State at Inrgo gathered around tho
board at the .Jefferson Hotel last night
to celebrate the twentieth anniversary
of the founding of the Richmond As¬
sociation of Lifo Underwriters, and to
hear Fred W. Tasney, of Newark, N.
J., make a stirring spcech on tho dig¬
nity and magnitude of tho under¬
writer's calling.

Mr. Tasnoy, who Is assistant to tho
president of tho Prudential Liifo In¬
surance Company, of Newark, spoke
from a fund of experience acquired in
all branches of the business.from
actual work behind tho fountain pen
to tho executive work demanded by
the ofllce which he holds. His sub¬
ject. "Tho Value of Life Underwriters'
Associations." gave opportunity for an

exposition of the new business gospel
of co-operation as applied to the busi¬
ness of insuring life.
An effective underwriters' associa¬

tion, said tho speaker, should reinforce
tim individual work of the general
agents and field men by establishing
In tho community a better appreciation
of the business of life Insurance and a

higher respect fo; this men that make
It their life work. This it could do. ho
Baid, by concerted publicity work and
an alertness to take advantage of every
occasion to place tho mngnltudo and
safety of life insurance operations be¬
fore tho public.

llnnkn .Next to Mlnlntrr.
The life Insurance, agent, said Mr.

Tasney. gave way only tr> the minister
In tho elevated nature of his calling.
In a truer sense than in any other line
of human activity, ho said, the busi¬
ness of the underwriter made for tho
alleviation of want and tho conserva¬
tion of happiness.

"It is largely the fault of the life in¬
surance man himself," said Mr. Tas-
ney. "that he is not ranked as high In
the public estimation as the banker
and manufacturer. While the men who
engage In these callings may be local
princes, they are only pygmies when
compared with tho wealth and opera-
tlons of tho combined insurance com¬
panies."
The insurance business, thought tn6

speaker, tins until recently failed to
secure its fair share of publicity. Every
subject imaginable, lie said. from"
eugenics to post-impressionistic art,
has been treated at length in the dally
prints, but the business of lifo insur¬
ance, which, next to agriculture. Is
the most Important In tho United
SSates, has been passed by. The for¬
mation of local underwriters' assocla-
lions like the one in Richmond, said
Mr. Tasney. will tend to remove this
disability by placing before tho public
in concrete form the magnitude and
dignity of tho business.

Urgen Study of Theory.
fi. H. Hastings, superintendent of

agents of the Northeastern Lifo In-
surance Company, of Roston, spokebriefly on the value to tlm man in tho
profession of an intimate acquaintance
with tho theory and practice of life
Insurance. Just as a physician can-
not know too much medicine, or a law-
yer too much law, said tho speaker,the man xtith the rate book can neverknow too much about life insurance.Like Mr. Tasnoy, he dwolt upon thedignity of the business and the breadthof Its operations.
Joseph N. Willis, president of thoNorfolk Association of Life Under-writers, commended the action of theHlchmond association in admitting toits ranks for the first time the work-

ers in the field. Tie reported tho Nor-folk association to be in flourishingcondition. Hrooks Marnion, presidentof the Roanoke Association of LifeUnderwriters, brought greetings fromthe brethren in the western part uLthe State.
After Hlg Deification.

President Neil D. Sills, of the Na¬tional Association of Life Under¬
writers. reported briefly upon the
transactions of the executive commit¬
tee. which met recently in New York.The national organization, he said, hadgained 25 per cent in membership inthe past six months. Aldermen Protest.
The roport of tho resignation of the

City Engineer spread rapidlv down
town yesterday morning, and whllo the
board was yet wrangling over tho pre¬
cedence of motions and tho members
were making speeches that could be
heard in Broad Street, and in which
there was more than a little evidence
of temper on both sides, Vice-President
Joseph E. Powers, of the Board of Al¬
dermen, Cnalrman Barton H. Grundy,
of tho Council Finance Committee, and
Alderman Ordway Puller and John W.
Moore reached tho City Hall. They
explained that they ramo unofficially,
and as citizens to urge tho board not
to accept tho resignation of Mr. Boil¬
ing, that his retirement just at till"
time would be little short of a public
calamity; that while gigantic publio
improvements wero in prog'-oss, it was
bad polities to "swap horses in mid¬
stream"; that any change in this office
would set the city back a yoar or
two, and indefinitely delay any move¬
ment for annexation of territory
Finally Chairman Grundy pledged to
support of the Finance Committee in
providing whatever funds might be
needed adequately to equip and man
the office for tho gigantic work it
handles, tho City Engineer spending
for tho city each year inoro money than
all tho other city departments under
the Administrative Board put to¬
gether, inoro than two-thirds of tho
matters coming before tho Administra¬
tive Board slucu January 1 having been
referred to hint.

IlffrM to Public Service.
The board was told that when the

time conies to view things dispassion¬
ately and valuo real services to the
city Ht their worth, the city would erect
Its monument to Charles K. Boiling
as the father of clear water for Itlch-
mond, the designer of the enormonr,
system of basins which take tho muddy
water of tlu) James River and deliver
I' clear, sparkling and fro from all
objectionable matter, f-Jnen becoming
City Engineer Mr. Boiling has effect¬
ed an even larger public improvement
through practically mbuilding the
sewerage system of the city at a cost
exceeding $J r.00,000. Some of tho
Councilman remarked: "All this has
fcono ifnderground. and the superfi¬
cial obser\y»r who looks only at the
surface of things does not know what
the Engineer lias done for the city
slnco he had held office."

Illrncbbrrg Wants Ills Sculp.
Mp. Hit-sell berg's pronounced opposi¬

tion to Mr. Boiling dates back two

years or more, he having more than
once voiced his views on tho floor of I
the Common Council. Ever since the
hoard has been in office it has been
apparent that sooner or later there
must bo an opon breach. Every day
the clerk has sent from twenty to forty
letters from tho board to tho City En-
Rineer, «nd if replies were not forth-
coining at once, with estimates on all
manner of work, when tho board it-
self had no money to do the work In
question, the Engineer was sharply
criticized. The beginning of the end
came several weeks ago, when the
board, i i: executive session, awarded
contracts for approximately $150,000
of street paving in all sections of tho
city, without consulting the City Engi-
nter as to the character of paving to
be used.

Itonrfl Shown Ignorance.
Nor has tho board always been rea-

sonable in its demands 011 tho Engl-
neer. A very curt resolution was
adopted by tho board some days ago,
demanding tn know why work ordered
by the board In a certain alley had
been stopped. Tho reply came yester-
fiav, that tho alley beyond that point
had not boon dedicated and was not
therefore city property. A dozen such
points arise every day. Yesterday the
board ordered bids for the grading of
Ashland, Wallace and Danco Streets,
where no damages have beon assessed.
Curbing lias been ordered in streets
r.ot yet graded, and an enormous num¬
ber of estimates havo had to bo made
for work not ordered at all, adding
enormously to the work of the office.

Mr. IloillnR'M (jrent Works.
Mr. Rolling Is a civil engineer of long

experience. He served for a number
of years with the Chesapeake and Ohio
Hallway Company, being associated
with the building of the Church Hill
tunnel and other engineering work for
that road. For a time he was assist¬
ant to Colonol W. E. Cutshaw, the Lite
City Engineer of Richmond, and dur¬
ing that period supervised the erection
of New Reservoir ami the laying out
ot Willinm Ryrd I'ark and Pump IIouso
Driveway. Later he was made Super¬
intendent of the Water Works, a posi¬
tion he held until elected City Engi¬
neer. following tho death of Colonol
Cutshaw. Ho is a member of tho
American Society of Civil Engineers
end past president of the American
Society of Water Works Engineers.
At the time of his election as City
Engineer the candidates opposing liim
were Henry P. Reck, now a member
of the Administrative Hoard, and the
late Jackson Bolton, then First Assist¬
ant City Engineer. Mr. Rolling's term
as City Engineer expires July 1, lit 14,
he having been re-elected for a two-
year term last July by the City Council.
The position pays a salary of $4,500
a year. ..

In view of Mi-. Rolling's unwilling¬
ness to discuss the matter pending ac¬
tion by the board, the street report to
the ert'ect that he has been offered a
position with a large railroad corpo-
lation having its chief offices in Rich¬
mond could not be verified, but the re¬
port was generally current at the City
Hall lust night.

in Recognition of
China.

Washington. April 7.-.Great Britain anil
Japan will not recognize tho new Chinese
republic to-morrow. This became known
positively to-nl^ht, and Indications wore
that Russia, Franco antl Uermuny nisi) would
withhold recognition for tho present.
Tho United States alone of the six-power

ffroup which participated in the loan ii'.'KO-
tlutlons hius declared for recogntlon of the
new Chine** government when the constltu-
cut assembly meets to-morrow at I'eklnK.

Brazil, and probably most of the South
American republics, will join the United
States In recognlalng t lilna. but thus far
]th» American proposal that all jjovernmeiita
act In concert haa not met with favorable
response by tho larger nations, who arc dis¬
posed to await tho adoption of a constltu-
tlon and the establishment of electoral ma¬
chinery, which would bo a matter of many
mouths.
Whether tho indisposition of tho other

Governments would have any effect on the
attitude of this government was not dis¬
closed lu official circles. It may developthat tho Stato Department will wait a few
rlays to receive detailed Information aa to
the constitutional phases under which the
now government was launched, but recogni¬tion. It is certain, will not long bo dolayert.Chang; ^ Injf Tang, the Chinese minister
hero, called on Secretary Bryan to learn
what progress had been mado toward socur-
Ing co-operation of the powers. Ambassador
Hryce also tulked about China with the
secretary. N'o announcements followed eithervisit. President Wilson In a talk with the
newspaper men declared that tho question of
Mongolian Independence was not Involved
one way or another hi the aitlcudo ot the
i nlted States toward the new Chinese re¬
public. Ho WB3 asked whether tho United.States would rocognlzo Chtna immediately
upon receipt of news that tho constituentassembly had organized, but he said he pre¬ferred not to make any announcement as
J'ol.
